24.—When the 


announcement was made In the sen- 
ate that Mr. Hanna would be chair- 
man of the Interoccanlc canal com- 
mittee. Senator Morgan of Alabama, 
•whom the Ohio senator displaces, de- 
livered his valedictory. He entered 
on a long discussion of the canal 
question, and bitterly denounced the 
president, repeatedly charging him 
with Ignorance and violating tno law. 
and severely criticising the establish- 
ment of the Panama republic. He 
said In part: 


"I think the president's appeal to 


party discipline to force his opinions 
-on the country and his measure of ag- 
gression on foreign countries. In addi- 
tion to his'power as commander-ln- 
chief of the army and navy, which he 
uses with a dreadful latitude of con- 
struction. Is so strong a proof 
of 


heart failure in tho present wild mo- 
ments that I am encouraged to hope 
there are still some barriers wo may 
rely on to protect the peace and save 
the commerce of the country. I re- 
gret that party discipline Is to be 
used asm domestic police force to pro- 
tect 'the transit' In Panama, and to 
guard the Interests of the new canal 
company. That we will get a canal 
if one can be built In Panama, 1 havo 
no doubt, for the president has said 
so. Yet this result is not nearly so 
certain or so safe as If he should obey 
the Spooner law. The president com- 
pleted his campaign 
against 
the 


Spooner act by having Mr. Hay sign 
a treaty with 'somebody from Pana- 
ma,' who had no authority except 
that conveyed In a cable from 
a 


Junta." 


Scores Roosevelt. 


Proceeding. Mr. Morgan read tho 


correspondence bearing on the revo- 
lution to show, as he said, "tho' presi- 
dent know of tho uprising In 
tho 


Isthmus before It began and stood 
ready with armed • ship's to protect 
those engaged In It." 


He expressed the hope that Secre- 


tary Hay had been asleep when some 
of tho messages of his subordinates 
had been flying over the wire. 


"As for the president." he said, 


"he never sleeps on his post of duty 
or desire, although 
ho 
sometimes 


closes bis eyes to what Is going on 
about him." 


The senator, while claiming to have 


been in harmony with the policy of 
all of President Roosevelt's Republi- 
can predecessors In recen'.years, em- 
phatically announced his opposition 
to the present administration's policy, 
and called on congress to require an 
enforcement of the law, which, ac- 
cording to his construction of tho 
Spooner act, made it compulsory for 
the president to begin negotiations 
for the Nlcaraguan route. 


Brings Down Censure. 


He contended that Colombia had a 


perfect right to suppress an uprising 
on the Isthmus, nnd declared the Unit- 
ed States had failed utterly to ob- 
serve Its treaty obligations. "Indeed." 
he said, "our course there has been 
such that it would hrlng down the 
censure of future generations on us." 
He predicted that the Immediate re- 
sult would bo disastrous and cause 
the loss of both men and treasure. 
The consequences would be such that 
tho president would have no time for 
dreams of diplomatic triumphs.
